CLAIMS

preventative treatment of angiogenesis; or 
use of a bisphosphonate as an angiogenesis inhibiting agent. 

A method according to claim 1 or a use according to claim 2 or 3 for the treatment of 
angiogenesis in a patient suffering from inflamnsfation, myocardial ischemia, rheumatoid 
arthritis, osteoarthritis and tumour growthynvasion or metastasis.
